It is a mysterious phenomenon that 
Christians of the 93% of the United States 
population did not vehemently protest when 
President Nixon donated five hundred million 
dollars ($500,000,000.00) to their enemies in 
the Middle East of the Christian 93% of 
the United States population, for an illegal 
occupation of the Middle East in violation 
of international law, the United Nations 
Charter, and forty-two Security Council 
resolutions.
